PREFERENOE PROVISIONS. 


Capo Town, April 8. 

Tho abandonment of the presont 
Imperial Preference was an- 
nounced in a Budget spvoch by 
Mr. Havenge, outlining tho ad- 
justmont of proferential tariff on 
a quid pro quo basis, undor which 
British goods would bonofit to the 
extant of three hundred thousand 
pounds storling, and the Do- 
minions fifty thousand, compared 
with, hitherto, oight hundred and 
sixty thousand and ninety 
thousand rospoctively.

‘The monthly meeting of the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merece: was held yesterday after- 
noon and was largely attended. 
Mr. Li Yau-tsun, the pew Chair- 
man, presided, .belng supported by 
Mr. J, M. Wong, Vice-Chairman, 

Before the business started Mr, 
Louny .Kwal-tin, on behalf of tho 
members, offered hearty congra- 
tulutions to the Chairman, © He 
nald’ he was voicing the sentiments 
of those present’when he sald that 
Mr. Li Yau-tsun and Mr. J. M. 
Wong were eminently suitable for 
the reaponslble posts.. Ly view of 
their ripe experience ‘nnd close 
connection with the business life 
of the Colony, members coitld con- 
look for a .prosperot: 
period forth Chamber while under 
thelr administration, (Applause), 
_ At the request of Mr, Leung 
Kwai-tin, those present stood up 
a3 a mark of esteem for the Chalr- 
man and Vice-Chairman, 

Mr. Li Yau-tsun' replied, thank- 
ing. the members for the honour of 
electing him Chairman. .To execu- 
tive ability and eloquence he had 
no clalms whatever, and he said 
this not because of modesty. He 
therefore had to depend upon the 
co-operation uf the Committee and 
others, In thla connection he was 
plensed to ace the galaxy of talent 
ns represented by the various 
oflicinis of the Chamber.  (Ap- 
plause). : 

Mr. J. M. Wong also briefly, re- 
plied. ; ;

There were twenty-four items on 
the avenda, but only a few of them 
related to matters of public in- 
terest. One of these concerned 
the Government scheme for estab 
‘ishing a new cross-harbour ferry 
service. From the correspondence 
read out by the Chairman, It ap- 
peared that at the end of Inst 
month the Hongkong General 
Chamber of Commerce wrote to the 
Chinese Chamber, enclosing a copy 
of a communication from the Gov- 
ernment in regard to the project. 
In this letter the Colonial Seere- 
tary pointed out the uryency of 
the scheme and stated that: the 
reclamation for the ferry service 
on the Hongkong side was part of 
a much larger scheme of reclama- 
tion, the details of which were 
dealt with in Mr. Duncan's report. 
The Government was negolisting, 
with the owners of the Bast Point 


{HE for the remaval of the Hill 


and the disposal of the spoll If 
the spoil could be used for the 
purpose of the reclamation in 
front of the Central Praga, the cost 
of the reclamation work would be 
materially reduced. The letter 
added that the removal of the Till 
was a matter of urgeney and there-

No, 9 of the Chamber they: could 
elect those who had served on the 
Committee last year, bat at the 
same time they could elect any of 
those present at the meeting. 
Whatever course was talcen, he 
would strongly urge: {hit those 
who voted would use their judy- 
ment so that only active members, 
with goad records of public service, 
would be clected. An clection 
might develop a ludicrous aspect if 
it was done in au haphagard man- 
ner. At the last election of the 
Chamber, a number of well-known 
gentlemen, who had been Identified 
with public service for many years, 
were left’ out, while others with

The Chairman expressed con- 
currence with Mr. Ho [u's remarks. 

Mr. J. M. Wong said it was bad 
policy to have the same Chairman 
and officiais year after year, be- 
cause it would severely try their 
enthuaiaam and this would hamper, 
instead of furthering, the progress 
of tho Chamber. They should have 
“new blood” as far as possible. 

Eventually Messrs. Chan Chi- 
nang and Simon Tso Yan were 
elected to fill the vacanies on the 
General Commiftee. The election 
of‘the third member was deferred.
